Rosenberg Sons F He S nit Here 
To See Files in Parents^ Case 



The sons of Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg filed suit in fed- 
eral court here j^esterday in 
an attempt to gain access to 
government files on the in- 
vestigation of their parents, 
and to block any destruction 
of such files by government 
agencies. 

Mighaehand Robert Meero- 
pol, who took the last name of 
the family that "adopted them 
after the execution of their 
parents as atomic spies in 1953, 
filed the suit against Attorney 
General Edward H. Levi, FBI 
Director Clarence M. Kellyv 
CIA Director William E. Col- 
by, and various other govern- 
ment officials. 

They said that in previous 
attempts to gain access to the 
goi^ernment’s files on their 
parents* case,^ they discovered 
that some file's have been des- 
troyed. 

The Meeropols also allege 
in the suit, filed in thpir be- 
half by New York attorney 
Marshall Perlin, that they 



have learned that before their 
parente’ trial, officials of the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
met with a joint congressional 
committee “for the prime pur- 
pose by prearrangement to in- 
sure and secure a conviction 
and a* death sentence.’* 

They claim further that the 
contents of the meeting were 
communicated to a federal 
judge in New York before the 
trial to get his agreement to 
impose a death sentence. 

The Meeropols, who say in 
the suit they are “fmmly con- 
vinced of the innocence of 
their parents,’* want all gov- 
ernment files in the case turn- 
ed over to the federal court 
here to insure their safekeep- 
ing. 

They also ask that the gov- 
ernment prepare a full inven- 



tory of the files on their par- 
ents’ investigation, which are 
said to total nearly 50,000 
pages. 

Attorney General Levi said 
last week that he would pro- 
vide access to files to the, 
Rosenberg’s sons, but that the 
files would have to be review- 
ed in detail to prevent dis- 
closure of details that would 
harm national security and in- 
vade the privacy of other per- 
sons mentioned in the files.
